Carter  who  bdped  launch  the  Bold 
Mission  Thrust  at  last  year’s  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  Kansas  City 
with  a  videotaped  message  to  messen¬ 
gers,  only  spoke  fleetingly  about  BMT 
at  this  meeting. 

“The  Bold  Mission  program  is 
fraught  with  difiiculties  and  the  pros¬ 
pect  of  failure,”  be  said.  And,  “some¬ 
times  the  best  way  to  avoid  failure  is  to 
not  try  very  bard.”  He  indicated  the 
Bold  Mission  ’Thrust  is  worth  Southern 
Baptists’  best  effort. 

Carter  compared  the  nation  to  a  per¬ 
son,  with  both  inward  and  outward 
journeys,  growing  stronger  in  the  pro¬ 
cess.  “Moses  was  not  r^y  to  lead  a 
people  for  40  years,”  said  Carter.  But 
after  tending  sheep,  “be  was  finally

Rcsohitions  on  pornography,  child 
abuse,  arms  control,  tax  credit,  world 
hunger,  lobbying  legislation,  racism, 
and  alcohol  were  among  B  adopted  by 
the  Southern  Baptist  (tonvention  last 
week  in  Atlanta. 

Tbe  22  passed  were  the  survivors  of 
41  resolutioos  originally  presented. 
Among  those  adopM  were  reaffirma¬ 
tions  of  actions  taken  in  previous  yean 
on  abortion,  on  the  Bible,  and  on  Anita 
Bryant. 

The  first  two  resolutioos  passed  by 
the  convention  expressed  appredation 
to  the  host  dty  and  to  the  officers  of  the 
convention. 

The  convention  rejected  its  Resolu¬ 
tions  (tommittee’s  report  in  relations 
to  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment  that 
would  have  avoided  taking  any  kind  of 
a  position  and  instead  called  on  Con¬ 
gress  not  to  extend  the  time  limit  for 
ratification,  which  expires  in  nine 
months.  For  the  amendment  to  take 
effed  there  needs  to  be  ratification  by 
three  nMre  states. 

During  debate  on  the  resolution  con¬ 
cerning  the  Bible  messengers  de¬ 
feated  an  attempt  to  amend  the  state¬ 
ment  in  a  way  that  would  have  had  the 
convention  assert  the  “infaUihle,  iner- 
rent,  verbally  inspired  Word  of  God” 
in  addition  to  the  190  Statement  of 
Baptist  Fatih  and  Message.

Success  And  Persecution 


The  result  of  Paul’s  Berean  ministry 
was  twofold.  First,  there  were  conver¬ 
sions  to  Christ  (verse  12).  Whereas 
only  “Some  of  the  Jews  were  per¬ 
suaded”  in  Thessalonica.  “many  of 
the  Jews  bdieved"  in  Berea.  The  lat¬ 
ter  were  more  open-minded  when  it 
came  to  the  gospel.  Second,  the  troub¬ 
lemakers  in  Thessalonica  went  to 
Berea  and  stirred  up  opposition  there 
(verse  13).  Again,  Paul  had  to  leave  in 
haste,  even  thou^  Silas  and  Timothy 
remained  behind  (verse  141.  Paul's 
Jewish  opponents  were  like  barking 
dogs  at  his  heels  and  he  even  came  to 
call  them  dogs  (Phillipppians  3.2).

Jewish  synagogues  furnished  Paul 
an  excellent  opportunity  for  preaching 
the  goqiel  .  The  mednt  spcraadl  of  the 
apostle  upon  entering  a  city  for  the 
first  time  was  to  go  to  the  Jewish 
synagogue  if  one  was  there.  After  all. 
the  Jews  were  the  people  most  pre¬ 
pared  by  a  religious  heritage  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  Christ.  Furthermore,  since 
there  were  God-fearing  Gentiles  wor¬ 
shiping  with  Jews,  the  synago^e gave 
Paul  a  contact  with  the  Gentile  com¬ 
munity. 

There  was  a  synagogue  in  Thes- 
salonica,  and  “as  his  custom  was" 

Paul  went  there  (verse  2)  The  refer¬ 
ence  to  three  Sabbath  days  probably 
indicates  only  the  tenure  of  service  in 
the  synagogue,  not  the  length  of  the 
Thessalonian  ministry.  Paul  made 
great  use  of  the  opportunity  to  preach 

in  the  synagogue.  The  word 
“reasoned"  means  to  say  completely. 

The  heart  of  the  message  he 
proclaimed  was  the  death  and  resur¬ 
rection  of  Christ  (verse  3). 

The  minUtry  in  the  synagogue  was 
aucraaful  for  people  responded  to  the 
gospel  (verse  4).

Nelson  other,  but  the  tie  that  binds  us  blether  doM  not  exist  apart 
from  this  higher  type  of  fellowship  that  John  says  is  POSSIBLE. 

The  apostle  urges  us  to  cultivate  this  fellowship  with  the  Father  and  His  Son  so 
that  we  can  experience  the  same  fullness  of  joy  that  he  and  others  have  known. 

This  divine  fellowship  is  possible  but  it  has  some  PREREQUISITES.  We 
cannot  have  this  close  walk  with  a  holy  God  unless  our  lives  are  cleansed  from 
our  sins.  The  cleansing  of  our  sins  presents  no  prqjilem  to  our  Saviour  because 
His  shed  blood  is  able  to  cleanse  us  from  all  sin.  We  must,  however,  admit  our 
sins,  confess  them  to  the  Lord  and  forsake  them  if  we  are  to  be  cleansed.  This 
cleansing  must  take  place  daily  if  we  are  to  have  a  daily  .walk  with  the  Lord. 
John  also  tells  us  that  we  can  have  PROOF  that  we  are  in  fellowship  with  our 

Lord. .  .when  we  are  walking  even  as  He  walked.  It  will  be  seen  in  our  obedience 

to  His  Word  and  it  will  show  up  In  our  love  for  the  brethren.
